LBJ AMONG 61,000 
AT GRAHAM SERVICE 


HOUSTON — Some 61,000 
people overflowed the famed 
Astrodome here Sunday after- 
noon to hear Billy Graham de- 
liver his final message of the 
Greater Houston Crusade. 

President and Mrs. Johnson 
were present for the conclud- 
ing service. They sat in a spe- 
cial private box high above 
the speaker’s platform. 

The crowd began arriving 
as early as noon today. The 
capacity audience was 
reached long before the serv- 
ice officially began at 3:00 p. 
m. 

Several thousand others 
carried colorful cushions to 
the playing field where they 
sat for-the service. 

After Graham had conclud- 
ed his sermon, an estimated 
1,600 came forward as in- 
quirers. fae 

At the conclusion of the 
service, Graham made his 
way to the ‘private box where 
the President and his wife 
were. : 

As thousands of people 
turned and looked toward the 
President’s box, the couple 
waved and nodded in re- 


family always.” 

Graham told the President, 
as well as the others in the 
audience, that. nearly 400,000 
people had come to the sta- 
dium to protest sin and moral 
evil—and to affirm their be- 
lief in moral integrity and old 
fashioned religious convic- 
tions. 

During his sermon, follow- 
ing his informal rernarks of 
welcome to the-Chief Execu- 
tive, Graham declared that 
“modern man does not like 
to thin k-of God in terms of 
wrath, anger and judgment.” 

It was the famed preacher’s 
opinion that today’s man likes 
to fashion God after his own 
preferences and give God the 
characteristics he wants God 
to possess.

Someone once described flying a plane as 
and tranquility filled with moments of stark terror, The same ~ 


description could be applied to life. 


When an airplane is flown straight and level, it is in a 
balanced position in relation to the earth’s surface. If the 
plane noses up or down or if it crabs, it moves under strain. 
Unless it is trimmed to fly straight and level, the plane con- 
tinues to fly under strain, perhaps causing those — of 


stark terror. 


The same is true with people. If a person itves his life in 
accordance with the flight plan God has filed for: him and 
keeps straight and level with God’s surface, there. are fewer 
stresses on life and the stresses that do — can be 
trimmed out to bring about level flight. 


The opposite is also true. If a person files his own flight 
plan for life, pays no attention to forecasters, buzzes too close 
to the earth, plays unprofessionally with the stick, and lets 
his life crab into meaninglessness, then he is in for a full life 


of stark terror. 


To fly at peak efficiency, a plane must be in a position 
that offers the least possible resistance .to its movements 
through the air. This is accomplished by trimming the plane. 
Like’ every proficient and professional pilot who trims his 
piane, every person must at sometime trim his life to offer 
the least possible resistance to God. 


To live life to its fullest extent you must become a profes- 
sional at living. HOW? Use life’s checklist: THE BIBLE. Seek 
out navigational aids: THE SUNDAY WORSHIP SERVICE. 
Build up your flight time: BE ACTIVE in a religious pro-

MC Professor :

A Mississippi College Bible 
and Greek professor has just 
released a new textbook on 
Christian Doctrines that is 
now being used in a number 
of Baptist colleges throughout 
the country. 

Dr. William W. Stevens, 
professor of Bible and New 
Testament Greek, released 
the book last month after over 
six years of preparation.

Eliminating God From 
American Life 

Atheists are becoming very bold in their effort to 
eliminate God from American life. 

.Last week’s news wires carried a story which re- 
véals that their demands are becoming ridiculous. 

A school in Queens, New York City, has halted 
the singing of the fourth stanza of the song ‘“‘America’”’ 
because a girl objected to the use of the word ‘‘God”’ 
in that final stanza. 

To yield to such pressures is utterly absurd. Will 
the school also cease to sing the last stanza of the na- 
tional anthem, ‘“‘The Star Spangled Banner?” It makes 
reference to God. Will they have to eliminate entirely 
such beloved songs as ‘“‘God Bless America’ and 
“America the Beautiful?’’ These songs mention God 
in every stanza. Will the school have to quit teaching 
the great documents of American history? The May- 
flower Compact, The Declaration of Independence, al- 
most all other state ~ and great speeches, and 
even the United States Constitution itself, contain ref- 
erences, either directly or indirectly, to God. There 
will not be much history left to teach if God is elimi- 
nated. Will the school quit using American money? 
Much of it carries the words ‘‘In God We Trust.”’ 

Of course a school should not yield to such pres- 
sures and eliminate.the use of the word ‘‘God”’ from 
its songs, teaching, and|other practices. The Supreme 
Court, in its decision in the prayer case, made no 
such ruling. The court simply said that states or gov- 
‘erning ies could not require prayer or worship in 
the public schools. It specifically states that it was 


not ruling God out of the public schools, and certainly 
it should not do so.

Disagrees With ; 
Editoriat. 


Dear Dr. Odle: 

In Christian love I wish to 
take exception to your edi- 
torial in the October 28, 1965 
issue of The Baptist Record 
entitled “‘History Repeats It- 


self.’’ . 


First, in discussing the 17th 
century Bunyan — Kiffen de- 
bate, you imply that the New 
Testament teaching about the 
Lord’s Supper is closed com- 
munion and that any Baptist 
church f ailing to practice 
closed communion will cease 
to be Baptist; yet, you do not 
demonstrate that the New 
Testament does in fact teach 
closed communion. In my 
opinion, Bunyan had the bet- 
ter of the argument from the 
Scriptures in his debate with 
Kiffen. Bunyan feared a 
“breach of love’ which 
would come from excluding 
from the Lord’s Supper peo- 
ple who had not been im- 
mersed. Bunyan’s opponents 
maligned him as ‘‘a Machia- 
vellian, a man devilish, proud, 
insolent, presumptuous, and 
the like.’’ Apparently, the 
case for closed communion. 
was so weak, Bunyan’s op- 
ponents felt they had to re- 
sort to character assassina- 
tion. 

The practice of open com- 
munion does not necessarily 
lead to the loss of~the distinc- 
tive Baptist character of a 
church. The three greatest 
Baptist preachers of the nine- 
teenth century, Robert Hall, 
Alexander Maclaren, and 
Charles‘ Haddon Spurgeon all 
practiced open communion; 
yet, their churches, or out- 
growths from their churches, 
still exist today -as~ Baptist 
churches. However, sad- 
ly enough, churches on both 
sides of the communion ques- 
tion among Baptists in Eng- 
land are in a state of decline 
today. Robert Hall asked, 
“Where. . .is it asserted in 


unbaptised person shall par- 
take of the eucharist?’”’ Jo- 


present believed in and prac- 
ticed open communion. T he 
closed communionists were 
led by a pastor who emphat- 
ically stated, ‘‘My old daddy 
fought for these _ beliefs!’’ 
However, the rest of us were 
not convinced that closed 
communion was right just be- 
cause his old daddy believed 
in it. 

The real question is not 
open or closed communion, 
but Baptist church succession. 
This theory, promulgated by 
G. H. Orchard in the early 
19th century and popularized 
by the leaders of the Land- 
mark movement, J. R. 


‘Graves and J. M. Pendleton, 


traces the Baptist ‘“‘trail of 
blood’’ through the Marcion- 
ites, the Novatians, the Paul- 
icians, the Cathari, etc. If 
some Baptists want to claim 
kinship with such heretical 
groups, they have the privilege 
of doing so; but I prefer not 
to. Actually though, the histor- 
ical origin of Baptist churches 
is quite beside the point. The 
real question is: should our 
faith rest in a doubtful theory 
of Baptist church succession 
or in the living Saviour, the 
Lord Jesus Christ? 

If you can show me from 
the New Testament that the 
Baptists who practice open 
communion are abandoning 
the ‘clear teachings” of the 
New Testament, as you 
claim, and-from Baptist his- 
tory that they are compro- 
mising -‘‘our doctrines and 
practice,’’ as you also claim, 
then I will be convinced—but 


~ not before.

Philosophical Method 

Contrast this with the fal- 
lacy of the insistence by Pro- 
fessor Paul VanBuren of 
Temple University in Phila- 
delphia who, having been 
trained in the philosophical 
methods of linguistic analysis, 
“begins with the problem of 
speaking ‘meaningfully’ about 
a god for whom no sensory 
‘verification ‘is possible.”” Put 
another way, you cannot veri- 
fy this “‘god talk!” There is 
an assumption that all human 
knowledge is tentative; there- 
fore, you do not verify 
but rather falsify a proposi- 
tion. Further, the only valid 
means of falsifying are sub- 
ject to sensory perception. 
This makes God an equivalent 
of Newton's law of gravity, 
which was falsified by Ein- 
stein. At the most, their god 
is a hypothesis needed in the 
early, unsophisticated period 
of human development to do 
such things as hold the stars 
in place before the discovery 
of law of gravity. Since to- 
day science is-on the verge 
of creating life, god is no 
longer a useful hypothesis to 
account either for creation or 
the continuity of the universe. 
(But see Colossians 1:16-17) 


There is, however, a point 
not subject to sensory verifi- 
cation or falsification which 
both theologians and sci- 
entists who try to go it alone 
without God assume. By an 
act of faith they trust their 
minds to be compatible with 
ultimate reality. This faith for 
them is an instrument of 
knowledge. Accepting this 
premise as a live option, I 
much prefer, and-am com- 
mitted to, Hebrews 11:3, “By 
faith we understand that the 
worlds have been framed by 
the word of God so that what 
is seen hath not been made 
out of things which appear.” 


Some Gods Ought To Die 


To put it bluntly, the kinds 
of gods so finite as to be 
limited to human institutions 
or cultures or thoughts ought 
to die. They are but. a 
modern form of idolatry and 
have cursed the world. The 
transcendent God of the bibli- 
cal revelation can be known 
by faith, the same. human.in- 
strument at the base of all 
knowledge, and he can be met 
through the biblical record of 
his mighty acts, which in 
the cross of Jesus Christ tran- 
scends time, so that it is in 
the present tense’ that we 
meet the living God brought 
within our apprehension in his 
only begotten Son, Jesus 
Christ. 

Christmas is the celebra- 
tion of the mighty event when 
the infinite God stepped into 
the narrow confines of human 
experience in Jesus, child of 
Mary, Sen of God, born to 
die, but risen that in him we 
ourselves might have life 
everlasting. 

Not only does God live, but 
his Son our Saviour lives ,and 
we too shall live with him. 
Hallelujah!

On Satur- 
day they took turns praying 
around the clock. And while

The result: On Sun morn- 
ing there was one pro- 


fession of faith, and that eve- 
ning, when the church was 
filfed,. 31 persons: rose, indi- 
cating their desire to accept 
Christ, as soon as the evange- 
list gave the invitation. 

The 33 in Sabadell were 
among more than 600 persons 
who made professions of faith 
in Christ during Spanish Bap- 
tists’ first nationwide evange- 
listic campaign, October 10-31. 
Forty-six churches and mis- 
sion points cooperated in the 
effort, 16 churches in the 
northeastern part of the coun- 
try holding services the first 
week, 14 churches in another 
area the next week, and 16 
more churches the final week. 


First Baptist Church, 
Madrid, reported the largest 
number of . decisions for 
Christ, 61. Eleven of these 
were maiie the day after the 
campaign was supposed to 
have ended. The church mem- 
bers, learking that their evan- 
gelist was not due to leave 
until Tuesday, had extended 
their campaign through Mon- 
day evening instead of closing 
on Sunday as planned. - 


The Baptists of Carlet ex- 
tended the campaign in their 
village with a special service 
at 10 p. m. Sunday. (The late 
hour was nécessary because 
the evangelist had to preach 
in Valencia that . evening.) 
When the invitation was giv- 
en, at about eleven o’clock, 
two persons accepted Christ.

To Europe, 
Holy Land Again 


A Mississippi tour to Europe 
and the Hely Land is an- 
nounced by Dr. Clyde C. 
Bryan, pastor of First 
Church, Hattiesburg. The 
itinerary of the tour is similar 
to the one taken by a large 
group of Mississippians this 
year under the leadership of 
Dr. Bryan. . 

Leaving June 7, the group 
will visit key cities of north- 
ern Europe, including Lon- 
don, Paris, Copenhagen, 
Zurich, and Lucerne.

Bryan Tours are 
unique in’ that they include 
all arrangements and ex- 
penses from Jackson via jet 
air service. Dr. Bryan ar- 
ranges the itinerary each 
year based on his previous 
experiences abroad rather 
than trying to conduct a 
standard tour offered by reg- 
ular agencies.

their intricate patterns—t h e 
. great snowy peaks or the 
deep caverns, and then as 
they move together in an 
army to do battle against the 
‘sun. There’s something new 
when you see that. No won- 
der the Psalmist said, “The 
heavens declare the glory of 
God and the _ firmament 
shows forth His handiwork.’ 
He was a shepherd who had 
time ‘to be still and spend 
some time with God. 


When you spend more time 
with God, you simultaneously 
come to know more about 
those who are dear to you— 
your own family and your 
own friends. I could write a 
volume about the friends in 
this church and across our 
Convention who have revealed 
a love and friendship which 
you take for granted some- 
times. 

I’ve come to have a new 
appreciation for Romans 8:28, 
“An things work together for 
good to them that love God.” 

But I want to come to this 
third thing, for God dealt 
with my soul at this point in 
a marvelous way—the mat- 
ter of Death and the Will of 
God. 

Paul said, ‘For me to live 
is Christ but to die is gain.” 
May I share something with 
you that’s as sacred as life 
itself. You see, I’ve never 
been ill this long; I’ve never 
been this seriously ill; I’ve 
never been this close to death. 
I’ve seen many people die, 
but I say to you from the 
depths of my soul that there 
was never greater calmness 
of solemnity than when they 
took my body from the auto- 
mobile and placed it there on 
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the cement highway, and I 
was totally paralyzed. I could 
not even miove a finger. I 
waited; deep, agonizing con- 
cern gripping my heart for 
my family, the precious car- 
go. How through those brief 
moments the thoughts can 
flood your mind! I quickly re- 
flected on those of my own 
who were still in the car, and 
ere long my wife and I would 
be celebrating 22 years of life 
together, and the daughters 
who were there in the car, 
and her mother was’ there, 
and another daughter was far, 
away in Mexico—and alle of 
these things ran through my 
addled brain as I was lying 
there on, the highway. Then 
I saw that the members of 
the family were not- dead— 
they were alive and apparent- 
ly not seriously injured. Then 
I could hear the eerie sound 
of the ambulance, and soon 
my wife and I were placed in 
that ambulance. Still I could 
not move. x 

On the way to that hospital, 
I prayed as fervently as I’ve 
ever prayed. I said, “Oh God, 
apparently I am totally para- 
lyzed. I cannot move, and I 
pray that you will let me die 
Rather than be useless for 
Thy kingdom, for my family, 
for Thy truth, let “me come 
home to be with Thee. Let 
me die!’’ There was no fear 
about death. 


I was placed in the emer- 
gency room of that small 
hospital, still unable to mcve, 
and then I realized that I had 
not prayed aright. I whispered 
under my breath, just to God, 
“Lord, forgive me. I haven't 
prayed the right prayer. Lord, 
Thy will be done! Whether 
it’s life, or death; whether 
it's activity or total paralysis 
—it’s not my prerogative to 
pray for death—Lord, it’s 
simply my privilege to pray, 
‘Thy Will be done!’ ”’

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL .LESSON— 


Josiah: Delight In The Law 


By Clifton J. Allen 


2 Kings 21 to 23:30 

Josiah was king in Jerusa- 
lem during the last days of 
the nation of Judah. Crowned 
king in boyhood, he faced a 
seemingly hopeless condition. 
But his heart was disposed to 
do right. When he was fifteen, 
the eighth year of his reign, 
Josiah consciously began to 
seek the Lord; and when he 
was twenty he began to break 
down the images to Baal and 
Astarte. Our larger Bible les- 
son records the - inspiring 
story of how Josiah, in the 
eighteenth year of his reign, 
began to repair the Temple, 
deteriorating from nonuse. In 
this way the book of the law 
was. found. Its message of 
warning and judgment caused 
the king to initiate a nation- 
wide movement of religious 
reforms and of moral and so- 
cial reconstruction. The out- 
come was a religious awaken- 
ing..that .wonderfully_ blessed 
the nation and stayed the 
hand of divine judgment. 

The Lesson Explained 
_Made A King In Boyhood 
(2271-2) 

Josiah was but eight years 
of age when he was made 
king. Likely, it was the in- 
fluence of Hilkiah the high 
priest, teaching him the ways 
of Jehovah, that inclined 
Josiah to do what was right 
before the Lord. It was 
praiseworthy that Josiah was 
responsive to the spiritual in- 
struction of persons like 
Hilkiah. But boyhood impres- 
sions were not enough. We 
learn from 2 Chronicles 34 
that in youth Josiah faced 
seriously his own responsi- 
bility for knowing and doing 
the will of the Lord. God’s 
Spirit surely wrought in the 
youth’s heart. Josiah made 
scme commitments that set 
his life with high purpose to 
rule in the fear of the Lord 
and to do all that was possi- 
ble to lead his nation back to. 
fidelity toward God. 

Leading A National Revival 
(23:1-5) 

From chapter 22 we learn 
of the discovery of the book 
of the law — very likely a 
section of Deuteronomy —.in 
connection with cleaning and 
repairing the Temple for the 
renewal of worship. When 
Josiah heard it read, he rent 
his clothes in repentance and 
humility as he thought of the 
widespread idolatry and 
moral depravity of his people. 

Josiah’s energetic response 
shows the kind of person he 
was. He called the elders of 


of burning idols and slaying 
the priests. He then ordered 
that the Passover should be 
kept, as commanded in the 
book of the law. He was con- 
cerned that the nation should 
have a rebirth of morality, 
of justice, and true worship. 
Taking Religion Seriously 
(23:25) 

Religion was not incidental 
with Josiah. It was not a 
formality to salve his con- 
science or a pretense to im- 
press the people. Faith in 
God had been the dominant 
force in Josiah’s life. It had 
determined the character of 
his reign as king. It had 
made him zealous to see 


Judah become a godly na- . 


tion. It had supplied courage 
to take the extreme steps nec- 
essary to purge the land of re- 
ligious practices that contrib- 
uted to superstition and lust. 
It supplied inspiration to gath- 
er around him persons of full 


psychiatry and education. The 


of personal values, and of 
man’s place. in God’s uni- 
verse? The Bible provides the 
answer; the Bible points the 
way. But we must find a way 
to bring its message to bear 
on the minds and hearts of 
our generation in the power 
of God's Spirit.

As the writer of one of our hymns has said, 
“Whether the wrath of the storm-tossed sea, 
or demons or men or whatever it be; no 
water can swallow the ship where lies the 
master of ocean and earth and skies.”’ 


This message depends on a personal commitment. In the 


gospels we find person 


after person coming face to face with 


Christ. Each is called upon to decide for him or against him. 
Matthew’s call is an example. He was seated at the receipt 
of custom when Jesus passed by and said, ‘Follow me.” The 
Scripture reads that immediately he arose and followed him. 
This same decision must be made today. Jesus says, ‘‘He 
that followeth after me shall not walk in darkness but shall 
have the light of life.’’ Light comes to one person at a time 


through personal faith in Christ. 


This message, however, is for the, whole world. Haunting 
the heart of every believer is the command to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel. This hope is not reserved for us 
alone. It is to be shared with all men everywhere. Our lives 
must shine with the light of Christ. Our prayers must reveal 
compassion and love. Our lips must speak of salvation through 
faith. Our service must be directed toward those who are yet 


in darkness.
